ADVANTAGES 


The cutter bar of the “Wonder” Mower has two knives superimposed with their 
flat surfaces working against each other. A double eccentric moves the knives in op¬ 
posing directions and equalizes the thrust on the drive shaft. The stroke of the knife 
is shortened and is therefore proportionally more powerful. The drive shaft is geared 
low and while the eccentric moves slower the combined reciprocations of the two knives 
provide a greatly increased number of shearings. 


This arrangement strikes at the root of the defects of the old-style Mowers, with 
results as follows: 


Greatly reduced draft; 

Vibration eliminated; 

Small quantities of material cut at a time; 
Greater number of cuts per minute; 
Increased shearing power; 


Slower movement of working parts;
